TWINE MEN TO DINE. 


They Will Feast on October 9—The Organization of an 
Association Progressing—Paper Dealers Who Sell 
Twine to Be Asked to Join. 


The twine jobbers of New York city are to dine to- 
gether on October 9 at the Hardware Club. Announce 
ment to this effect was made after the meeting which was 
held last week. ‘Lhis dinner will be the second step in 
the movement to unite in a trade association all sellers of 
twine in New York. The object of the projected associa- 
tion, as stated in 1 He Parer Trape JouRNAL of last week, 
is to harmonize the relations between the manufacturers 
and jobbers, and also to get the jobbers to adopt uniform 
price lists-and-to-help~each other especially in the matter 
of reporting on credits. Considerable commotion in twine 
circles was caused last week by the publication in these 
columns of the story of the movement among the jobbers. 
Those most interested feared that the hoped-for success 
of their efforts would be jeopardized by the disclosures 
made. Some basis was given to this fear by the threatened 
withdrawal of one firm from further participation in the 
movement. The cause of its displeasure, however, was 
the conviction that a fellow jobber had furnished a report 
of the meeting referred to. As this is far from the truth 
its falsity will soon be proven. With this imaginary ob- 
stacle out of the way rapid progress in the organization of 
the twine jobbers will no doubt be made. 

The leaders in the movement say that there is no veiled 
hostility to the paper jobbers who carry twines. On the 
contrary, it is stated that they will be asked to join the or- 
ganization of the twine men when that is completed. As 
to the accusation that some of the paper houses do not de- 
mand market prices for their twines, thus injuring the 
regular trade, the leading twine jobbers in this city say 
that they have no complaint to make against the paper men. 
What they want, so they declare, is harmony in all 
branches of the twine business and the maintenance of a 
uniform price list. To secure these desired ends the proj- 
ect of a trade association is being agitated. 

Of the many paper jobbing houses in New York that 
carry large lines of twines perhaps the following are con- 
spicuous: D. S. Walton & Co., Osborn & Wilson, Charles 
H. Hubbs & Co., Henry Lindenmeyr & Sons, the J. E. 
Linde Paper Company; estate of Henry Gade and Geo. W. 
Millar & Co. The bare enumeration of these well-known 
firms is a guarantee jn itself that full market value is ob- 
tained by them for their twines. A number of these houses 
were visited this week by a representative of THe PAPER 
Trave Journar. The only complaint heard in regard to 
the twine situation was the statement that the manufactur- 
ers of twines are yearly taking away from these jobbers the 
business of large consumers, which the latter have had for 
years.

go into full effect in about the same time. The heads of 
the departments of sales and manufacture have not been 
named, neither have the managers for the various sec- 
tions. It is believed by the company that the new sys- 
tem will prove equally advantageous to the jobbers and 
company. The circular is as follows: 

For the greater convenience of customers, and in order 
to handle the business in a more satisfactory manner, it 
has been decided by the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany to subdivide the country into districts, or sections, 
and place a man in each section to handle the product of 
all the mills in the company. 

Each of these representatives will have exclusive charge 
of his territory, and none of the mills will in the future 
have individual salesmen traveling for one mill only. 

By adopting this method the trade will be called on by 
only one man in the interests of this company, and con- 
sequently there will be less occasion for misunderstand- 
ings and mistakes. 

Representatives will be located at Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Buffalo and Chicago. 

The representatives at Boston and New York will con- 
fine themselves to these cities only. 

The one at Philadelphia will look after the trade at Bal- 
timore and Washington. 
The one at Buffalo will include Detroit, Cleveland, Pitts- 
burg, New York State (outside of New York city) and 
Canada. 

While at Chicago all the trade in that city and west of 
there will be attended to. 

These representatives will be under the supervision of 
the sales department, whose headquarters will be at the 
genefal office.

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CONDITION OF PAPER MARKETS. 


Holyoke Business Quiet—Improved Demand at Boston and 
Philadelphia and in the West—New York 
Market Not Active. 


The New York paper market is in an indifferent con- 
dition; it is neither good nor bad. All branches of the 
trade are alike—passive. There is some business, but what 
is being done represents the lowest requirements of press- 
ing needs. Liberal orders for goods to be held in stock 
are not the rule nowadays. General apathy is with the 
paper trade, as well as with other lines. Most of the job- 
bers report some small store trade, but this is not up to 
the average, so they say, for this season. The mill agents, 
as a rule, are also not loud in their praises of the state of 
business. Some of them have recently gathered in large 
orders that have been held back for a long time. With 
others, the would-be buyers are still timid about signing 
contracts. Jobbers and big consumers are both waiting 
for some change in the market. Up to date they are in 
doubt. Some sign must be given them before they will 
venture in the purchase of stocks. It follows, therefore, 
that quotations suffer, as none is eager to buy. In con- 
nection with the subject of prices it is a noticeable feature 
of the market that practically all ground wood papers 
are selling at very low figures. This fact is inexplicable, 
in view of the scarcity of ground wood and the low state 
of the water supply. The volume of inquiry for paper is 
still increasing. With a settled market all of these pros- 
pective orders would be booked without further delay. 
When this business is placed higher prices are looked 
for. The extra demand, coupled with the disadvantages 
of low water, are counted on to stiffen the market con- 
siderably.

There is a general uncertainty in business circles which 
likely will not be lifted for a month or so, and in conse- 
quence of this the mills are suffering somewhat.

However, the outlook is not 
bad. I am told that many of the writing mills have orders 
on their books for future shipment. Some large orders 
have been booked in this section for future delivery the 
past week.

Business with local jobbers has improved somewhat 
during the past week, which will help out the average for 
September. In commenting upon this increased demand 
jobbers are at a loss to know whether it is the beginning 
of an improvement to be maintained or just a temporary 
spurt. Such as it is the improvement is most welcome. 
The paper market, judged from the prevailing prices, is 
very much unsettled. While prices on writing papers are 
being maintained, quotations on book, news and manilas 
are somewhat unsteady, notwithstanding the fact that raw 
materials of all kinds, from ground wood, soda and sul- 
phite, to bleaching powders and coal, are well up in 
prices. Book papers to-day range from %4 to % cent 
higher than the low prices prevailing just before the boom 
of a year ago started, but it costs more to-day to produce 
the paper. Although jobbers report improved business for 
the past week, that improvement has not been felt as yet 
by the manufacturers to any extent. Production generally 
is being curtailed, owing to the continuance of low water, 
but the market is not suffering for the want of paper just 
at present. A change in conditions is likely to develop 
within a few weeks.

Steady Demand in the Miami. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, October 1—In a general sense the 
diversified trade of the Miami Valley has somewhat im- 
proved the past few days. Some of the lines are not as 
active as formerly. Writings are in fair demand, while 
news and wrappings are bringing good prices, and the 
output is not any too large to meet the heavy call. The 
slight improvement in the book market is also a matter 
of congratulation, But all lines will move more readily 
after next month’s election, and until then there will be 
occasional dull periods, which can be accounted for with- 
out much study. Fortunately the short water supply is 
in evidence at this time, but relief is expected by early 
winter. 

No doubt exists at ali that the paper bucket, box and 
novelty plants are taxed to their fullest capacities. Several 
of the large manufacturers stated this week that the vol- 
ume of trade was never heavier. When it is remem- 
bered that the deposits in local banks have more than 
doubled since the panic of 1893, the gradual recuperation 
of the general trade here may well be imagined. “‘At“pres- 
ent the deposits are $7,000,000 in Dayton banks, an aver- 
age of $1,000,000 for each institution, and if the paper 
maker, the dealer and the box and bucket manufacturers 
have not aided materially in rounding out the total it is 
not because business has not justified the result. New 
industries have been started in this and adjoining cities, 
while some plants were re-equipped.

Improved Business at Appleton. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App_Leton, Wis., October 1.—During the past week 
there has been a very noticeable improvement in the 
general tone of business. September, on the whole, was 
a quiet month, much more quiet than had been expected 
during the summer, when the prospects for fall business 
seemed to be so flattering. Some of the hurly-burly due 
to the election season has already been gotten rid of, and 
manufacturers are of the opinion that there will be good 
business before election day. Those who are in closest 
touch with the market claim that this business is only a 
few days ahead, and that evidences of its approach are 
already easy to discern. They feel that the spasm of un- 
certainty over the result to be expected from the election 
is rapidly passing away, and that business confidence is be- 
ing restored. This is borne out by orders received. The 
jobbers report that country business is good and has been 
good right along without any cessation. The large cata- 
logues and big items of city business, however, are being 
held back until after election. 

Prices are showing no particular change. Special 
orders of course get special prices, but on the whole there 
is no marked change one way or the other. Quotations 
are certainly no lower. Jobbers are not anxious for lower 
prices. They do not care to creatg shrinkage in the value 
of their stocks. They believe-that after election, and even 
before election, business is going to be good, and that 
there exists no occasion for discounting its benefits, 


Fox RIver. 
Paper Stock Goes Up in Smoke, 


Derroit, Mich., October 1.—The warehouse of the De- 
troit Waste Paper Company, owned by Peritz Brothers, 
at 195 Woodbridge street East, was almost totally de- 
stroyed by fire last week. The rags and paper made a 
dense smoke, but the loss was small, as the building occu- 
pied is nothing more than a wooden shed with a red brick 
front one story high. One of the Peritz brothers said 
they had about $2,000 worth of waste paper in bales. There 
were 600 bales in the warehouse. Insurance, $1,000. 


THE BRITISH PAPER MARKET. 


Paper Manufacturers in a Quandary as to Prices—Sul- 
phite and Soda High and Firm—The Labor Market 
—New British Agent tor the “Soo” Plant. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, September 25.—The paper market does not yet 
show any special signs of life. The demand is not as active 
as is desired, and manufacturers continue to be troubled 
by high prices of raw material. They have not yet solved 
the problem as how to get better returns for their product. 
They are being urged to at least hold firm in their ideas 
of values until business becomes more active, it being 
pointed out that they cannot afford to hold out induce- 
ments to buyers by cutting rates. 

The chemical fibre market is unchanged. The Scandi- 
navian makers are firm, but American sulphite and soda 
are being offered somewhat more freely. There is almost 
no business being done in mechanical pulp, and buyers are 
not showing any disposition to make contracts. Prices 
are a shade easier. 

The chemical trade is rather quiet, and exports also show 
a decline. Manufacturers are guarded in the matter of next 
year’s contracts, owing to the unsettled state of the coal 
market. Caustic soda is firm, 76 and 77 per cen:. being 
quoted £11 2s. 6d. and 70 per cent. £10 to £10 7s. 6d. Soda 
ash is in good inquiry at £4 7s. 6d. to £4 12s. 6d. Bleaching 
powder is somewhat weak, although higher prices are now 
being quoted. Soda crystals are unchanged at £2 17s. 6d. 
to £3. 

According to the Board of Trade reports, employment 
in the paper making industry continued to improve during 
last month, the percentage of unemployed union members 
being only 3, as compared with 3% per cent. in July and 
4.1 per cent. in August last year. Reports from the Tyne 
and Wear districts state that while six of the neighboring 
paper mills worked full time during the month, two others 
only worked forty-two out of a possible 100 shifts. Chem- 
ical workers in the “black ash’ branch report employment 
as slack, but the soda and bleach departments were mod- 
erately brisk. Pulp workers at Hartlepool found eimploy- 
ment good, but the paper mill trade of Leeds and the dis- 
trict is stated to have been quiet; at Sheffield, Barnsley 
and the neighborhood, however, it was also good.

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THE SUPPLY OF WATER. 


Restrictions at Holyoke Removed—Low Water in Other 
Parts of New England and in Philadelphia—Wis- 
consin and Northern New York Streams Full.

Manufacturers are happy to-day, owing to the fact that 
the restrictions as to the use of water were removed from 
the mills Friday night. This would indicate that there 
has been a rainfall in the north sufficient to materially 
increase the flow of the Connecticut. 

The canals were full when the mills resumed operations 
yesterday, and September 30 was the first Sunday in 
weeks that the head gates were not closed. All of the 
mills are running full time to-day and consuming all of 
the water they wish. Whether this happy state of affairs 
will continue for long is not known, but the mills hope 
to get through the week with no shutdowns. It was found 
necessary to close the head gates once last week and the 
mills were closed from twelve to eighteen hours in con- 
sequence. The price of coal remains at top notch, and 
prices of raw materials remain high. Outside of Hol- 
yoke the mills are still troubled with low water, and the 
few showers that have visited this section have not im- 
proved conditions very much. It is stated that the pres- 
ent season has been the dryest for many years, and beats 
the record established last year. Much trouble is feared 
the coming winter. Ferry. 


Philadelphia Mills Inconvenienced. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, October 2.—Low water has restricted 
the Philadelphia paper trade during the past week, ap- 
preciably but not seriously. On Saturday last the Schuy!l- 
kill was lower than it has been before at this season of the 
year. The paper mills along the stream and along the 
Manayunk Canal use steam for motive power, but large 
quantities of water for boiling, washing, &c., and the 
scarcity of water was beginning to give them some alarm. 
On Sunday, however, there was a steady downpour of 
rain all day long, and the Schuylkill rose 2 feet by noon 
yesterday. The suspension of activity by the mills along 
the canal on Saturday afternoon and Sunday, however, 





was a contributing cause. Reports received to-day indi- 
cate that the rainfall was largely local, and that the water- 
shed of the upper river made no important contribution to 
its volume. Only temporary relief is in sight therefore. 
C. S. Garrett & Son and J. B. Ramsay & Son report that 
the springs and small streams supplying their mills, situ 
ated respectively in Chester and adjoining counties, and in 
Maryland, are giving a satisfactory supply The Dill & 
Collins and Moorhouse mills, stiuated on the Delaware, 
are not affected, that stream being well filled. Of the 
daily total of 275,000,000 gallons consumed by this city but 
5,000,000 gallons are taken from the Delaware, the Schuyl- 
kill furnishing the remainder. E. R. G. 





New England Still Short of Water.

Improvement in Miami Valley Slight.

ment in the water fall. The weather has been threatening 
for several days and rains have fallen, but they were not 
copious. Mill men fear the future unless relief comes to 
hand. Two months ago the water problem was of small 
consideration here, as it was thought the supply was suffi 
cient for all emergencies, but the sudden change has been 
alarming.

ApPpLeton, Wis., October 1.—Since the middle of last 
week there has been water power enough on the Fox 
River for every need. As was foreshadowed in this cor 
respondence a week ago, am increase was granted by the 
Neenah and Menasha Water Power Company on Wednes 
day last from 25 to 60 per cent. of the normal flow of the 
river. This was 10 per cent. more than was expected 
On Saturday, however, a further increase was made to 
85 per cent., and yesterday an order was sent out, taking 
effect to-day, increasing the amount to 100 per cent., o1 
the full normal flow of the river, something the manufac 
turers have not had before since the spring freshet. With 
60 per cent. of the flow going down the river it is possible 
to stop practically all the steam engines that have been 
grinding away so persistently during the summer, and 
save a big item in fuel account. But with 85 and 100 pe: 
cent. all restrictions are removed. The principal benefit 
to many of the mills will be found in the increased amount 
of ground wood that will be available. The big pulp mills 
at Appleton, Kimberly, Little Chute, Combined Lock: 
and Kaukauna will all be able to run at full output.

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WATER POLLUTION SUITS. 


The New Jersey State Board of Health After the Diamond 
Millis Paper Company—G. W. Wheelwright Paper 
Company Sues Fitchburg. 


The Diamond Mills Paper Company, of Millburn, 
N. J., against which action has been brought by the State 
Board of Health for a permanent injunction restraining 
the defendant from emptying water from its mill into one 
of the tributaries of the Rahway River, which passes 
through Millburn, which, it is alleged, contaminates the 
stream, has made its return to the notice of suit. 

The answer has been filed with the Vice-Chancellor, and 
denies in a general way the allegations set forth in the suit. 

The suit against the Diamond Mills Company is the 
first legal proceedings began against the mill owners 
along the stream to prevent them from emptying their 
refuse into the water. There are several mills in Mill- 
burn which empty into the stream, and it is alleged the 
water has been polluted by so doing. Action against them 
has been taken by the State Board of Health, at the solici- 
tation of the city of Rahway, which obtains its water 
supply from the river, and the Cranford Boating Associa- 
tion. The present suit will be a test case, and the future 
action of the health board will be guided by the outcome. 

The Diamond Mills people feel confident of winning 
their suit, as the company elaims it does not pollute the 
water and can prove it. According to an officer of the 
company an analysis was made recently, to support its 
case, of the water before it entered the mill and after it 
had been used. It is stated that the water in the raceway 
below the mill was found to be purer than in the stream 
above. It is also stated that, whatever chemical action it 
was subjected to in the manufacture of the paper, it had 
removed all the vegetable matter that was in the water 
prior to its use. The chemicals, it was said, had not 
affected its purity. 


Paper Maker Sues for Damages. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Fircupurc, Mass., October 1.—The George W. Wheel- 
wright Paper Company, through its counsel, Charles I, 
Ware, has filed notice of suit against the city of Fitchburg, 
with ad damnum placed -at $50,000, ta.recover for damages 
alleged to have been caused by the emptying of city sew- 
age into Nashua River. Counsel Ware has also brought 
a suit in equity to enjoin the city from emptying its sewage 
into the river. 

The mills of the company are located in Fitchburg, on 
the banks of the Nashua, and until a few years ago water 


of the river was sufficiently pure to allow of its use unfil- 
tered in the manufacture of paper, and it was used for this 
purpose until sewage impurities made it, as it came from 
the river, poor for trade use. Then the Wheelwright 
Company installed a filtering plant at a cost of between 
$25,000 and $30,000, since which time all water used in the 
mills has passed through a set of filters, 

The Wheelwright Company has for many years tried to 
induce Fitchburg to allow the Nashua River to pass 
through the city uncontaminated by sewage and filth 
from the streets, and George W. Wheelwright, president 
of the company, says he has grown gray trying to obtain 
his rights to pure water outside the courts, but has failed 
in every attempt, In proportion as the city has grown 
the condition of the water has become worse, and now 
the city of nearly 32,000 inhabitants turns its entire sew- 
age through twenty-one outlets into the river. 

The problem of sewage disposal hasfaced the city for 
many years, and not only the Wheelwright Company but 
also other manufacturing concerns on the banks of the 
Nashua have sought in vain for a remedy. The nearest 
they have ever come to anything of an encouraging na- 
ture was the appointment of a committee, consisting of 
Henry A. Estabrook, president of Merchants’ Associa- 
tion; F. F. Woodward, and City Engineer David A. 
Hartwell, early this spring, “to investigate the sewage 
question.” No power to act in any way or take any steps 
in the matter of sewage disposal was vested in them, and 
they have never been asked to make any official report, 
give any advice or do anything but “investigate.” 

The bill in equity brought by the Wheelwright Com- 
pany is believed to have been brought to bring the sewage 
disposal question to an issue, and force the city to take 
some decisive step. An official of the Wheelwright Com- 
pany is quoted as saying the city has not even appro- 
priated a retainer for a competent engineer to tell where 
to begin shoveling for the first pipe of a trunk line which 
will be one of the preliminaries of a sewage disposal sys- 
tem. A trunk line of sewers has been the dream of many 
residents many years, and several times has been recom- 
mended and urged by the board of health, but nothing 
further than a general plan has been framed. 

The aldermen of the city, since the suits have been be- 
gun, have voted to secure the advice of an engineer, who 
will be engaged by the special investigating committee. 


Manufacturers Inspect State Dams.” 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Watertown, N. Y., October 1.—Last week a party, 
consisting of Hon. D. C. Middleton, a member of the 
State Forest, Fish and Game Commission; Power Com- 
missioners Fred. Babcock, D. M. Anderson and J. P. 
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Lewis,.F. P, Rhines, kKdward Chariebois, George Lance, 
C. W. Sloat, W. O. Ball, N. R. Caswell, Ed. Case, En 
Errick, Frank Hines, Seymour Knowlton, F. L. Moore, 
W. A. Pollard, Henry C. Dexter, John Strickland, George 
Spicer, Dr, Robinson, Raymond Ball and P. J. Corcoran, 
inspected the Beaver River Dam, the site of the dam 
to be built for conserving the water of the Stillwater res- 
ervoir, the dam at the foot of Sixth Lake and that at Old 
Forge. 

At both the Fulton Chain and Stillwater reservoirs they 
found an unusual amount of water for this time of the 
year. Generally at the end of September the water has 
been well nigh exhausted in the big ponds, but this year, 
despite the fact that both of them have been drawn upon 
very heavily for the past six weeks, the water in the Ful- 
ton Chain reservoir had been drawn only 20 inches _ be- 
low the crest of the dam, while at Stillwater it is but 3 
feet below. 

It was ascertained, however, that all three dams are in 
urgent need of repairs, as they leak in a number of places. 
Small whirlpools just above them indicate the presence of 
a number of small holes which must at once be repaired. 
They are all old wooden structures. That at Beaver 
River will be replaced by a fine stone structure, for which 
an appropriation was passed at Albany last winter, but 
there is no immediate prospect of new dams at Fulton 
Chain. The sum of $1,200 to $1,500 is annually voted for 
the support and maintenance of these three dams, and to 
repair the dams properly will take the whole amount this 
year. The work will probably be undertaken in a few 
weeks. 

Men from the State engineering department were found 
at work at Beaver River, taking borings to ascertain at 
what depth below the surface at the proposed site of the 
dam solid rock can be. encountered. F. M.

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STRAW PAPER CONDITIONS. 


Some Mills Closed, and Owners Say That Their Plants 
Will Not Be Started Up Until a Readjust- 
ment Is Made, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, October 1.—There will be wailing and 
weeping and ‘clashing of feet,” and perhaps a few fisti- 
cuffs, if the straw paper conditions are not straightened 
out shortly. At this writing manufacturers say that they 
are about as far from an adjustment as some of the unruly 
are from a higher kingdom, which means that the breach 
is widening. Just where the uncalled for war will end, 1f, 
indeed, not in the courts, is problematical. Starvation 
prices will not long continue a running mate of stubborn- 
ness, and some agreement must be made or the probate 
judges of the respective counties of this and adjoining 
States, in which are located the involved straw paper 
plants, will have their hands full in appointing receivers 
and assignees. The situation may not be quite so discour- 
aging as all this, but the very fact that a number of the 
mills are closed, and that their owners say openly that 
they will not under any circumstances operate under pres- 
ent conditions, is indicative of the true feeling in the mat- 
ter. Many plants ceased operation as soon as it was ap- 
parent that no adjustment would be made, and that the 
announced cut in prices would remain for some time. 

The situation is one that appeals both to the manufac- 
turer’s purse and pride in this instance, and just which 
will be surrendered first is a double decked puzzle. One 
thing is assured—matters cannot proceed long in the pres- 
ent channel, and a settlement is shortly expected. The 
situation is deplorable, and must be changed at an early

Test of Foreign Corporation Law. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
PHILADELPHIA, October 2—Counsel for Jefferson I. 
Lenhart has brought suit in the Common Pleas Court, this 
city, against O. S. Jacobs, William H. Sharp, William H. 


Clark, Alexander Balfour, Charles T. Colladay, Charles A. 
Porter and Charles A. Porter, Jr., as copartners trading 
as the Elk Paper Company. 

Mr. Lenhart seeks to recover $3,688.91, a balance due on 
paper stock sold and delivéred. The importance of the 
suit is far beyond the amount in litigation, because of the 
question of law involved, which, if decided in favor of Mr. 
Lenhart, will have an effect upon companies incorporated 
in New Jersey, Delaware and elsewhere, which, at the pres- 
ent time, cannot be estimated. 

From the statement of claim, it appears that the defend- 
ants are officers, directors and stockholders of the Elk 
Paper Company, incorporated under the laws of Delaware; 
that the company never appointed an agent for the transac- 
tion of business in this State, and never filed the certificate 
required of all foreign corporations in the office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth. 

Beyond this is the more sweeping contention that even 
if the Elk Company had complied with all the requirements 


of Pennsylvania’s foreign corporation laws the defendants , 


would be individually liable for the debts and obligations 
of the company as copartners, because the company was in- 
corporated to do business, not in Delaware, but in other 
States; that no State has the power to grant a valid char- 
ter of that kind, and that the stockholders, &c., who con- 
duct business under such a charter are individually liable 
for the debts and obligations of the company. 


Organizing the St. Regis Wood Department. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ecoteston, N. Y., October 1.—W. W. Taggart and G. 
C. Sherman will spend this week at St. Regis Falls and 
Santa Clara for the purpose of organizing the wood de- 
partment of the St. Regis Paper Company for the coming 
year. The company expects to cut about 10,000 cords on 
this property this season. The wood will all be hauled 
on steam railroads built and operated by the contractors. 
This is a new method of lumbering in the Adirondacks, 
although it has been tried successfully in Pennsylvania and 
other parts of the country. By adopting this method it is 
possible to cut and haul wood all the year instead of being 
obliged to drive in the spring time. F. M. 


ForeEIGN NOTEs. 


A dividend of 7 per cent. is announced by the Vereinigte 
Stralsunder Spielkarten Fabrik, of Germany. 

A dividend of 12 per cent. has been declared by the Pa 
pier Fabrik Baienfurt, in Baienfurt, Germany. 

German publishers are in favor of an import duty on 
books, to operate against those countries that do not allow 
a free entry to German literature. 

Sieler & Vogel, of Leipzig, Germany, in celebration of 
their seventy-five years’ jubilee, contributed to their em- 
ployees’ pension fund a donation of 50,000 marks. 

Reports from the eastern provinces of Prussia state that 
a scarcity of water has interfered very considerably with 
the production of some of the paper and board mills. 

The paper trade in Germany is reported very firm. 
Makers of long elephant papers have agreed to an advance. 
Higher prices are also quoted for flint, surface and enamel 


“papers. 


Correspondents of papers in India are urging the estab- 
lishing of more paper mills in that country, and point out 
that both sugar cane and rice straw are there in abundance 
and can be used as stock. 

On September 29 Alderman Frank Green was formally 
elected lord mayor of London, England, for the ensuing 
year, at the Guildhall. Mr. Green is a native of Maidstone, 
Kent, and is a paper merchant. 

Advices from Bordeaux, France, state that a terrible 
forest fire has been raging in the Landes for several days. 
At the time of writing 12,000 acres of pine trees had al- 
ready been destroyed, and there was no means of checking 
the flames, which were being fanned by a steady breeze. 

At a place called Redkieff, on the Nickolaieff Railway, 
Russia, a peat fuel factory has been commenced on the ini- 
tiative of the head of a Government department. It was 
opened in the presence of a distinguished gathering of 
Muscovites, who regard the undertaking as the beginning 
of a new industry. The process adopted is not only ex 
pected to furnish an economical form of fuel, but valuable 
by-products.

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CANADIAN TRADE MATTERS. 


A Montreal Paper Dealer Fails--Newspapers Economizing 
in Their Use of White Paper—The Shawinigan 
Falls Pulp Mill Project. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, October 1.—It is reported from Montreal that 
Joseph P. Major, of that city, a paper dealer in a small 
way, has assigned. He did business as the Standard Paper 
Company. The principal creditors are William J. Hender- 
son, Montreal; the Quebec Bank, the Merchants Bank 
and J. Ford & Co., Portneuf. 

From Lachute, Que., comes the news that Hamelin & 
Ayer’s new pulp mills at that point are now turning out 
30 tons per day. 

In many parts of Canada the weekly newspapers are 
being reduced from eight pages to four. The daily papers 
are not quite so lavish in their editions either. This is 
having an effect on the price of news, which is still higher 
than the price fixed by the Canadian Paper Makers’ Asso- 
ciation. There has been a decline of from 4% to % cent 
during the past two months. New contracts now being 
placed are very reasonable, especially where the pur- 
chaser’s credit is good. 

The Chatham Banner, which was recently sold at the 
instance of John R. Barber & Co., the Georgetown paper 
manufacturers, brought $5,000. 

J. N. Greenshields, president of the Shawinigan Power 
Company, Montreal, has just returned from Europe. He 
has succeeded in organizing a Belgian syndicate to manu- 
facture pulp at Shawinigan Falls. The capital obtained 
is 5000,0co francs, or about $1,000,000. The plans of the

The Liverpool Chemical Market. 


In their letter this week J. P. Brunner & Co. speak of 
the Liverpool market for heavy chemicals as follows: 

There is a moderate trade passing in heavy chemicals, 
but outside of caustic soda there is no special activity to 
report. Manufacturers are now quoting for bleaching 
powder for home consumption over 1901, but quotations 
for other lines for delivery over next year are not yet an- 
nounced, although it is expected makers will be in a posi- 


tion to quote by the end of this week. Soda ash in mod- 
erate supply, and prices firm at about the following range 
for tierces, for prompt delivery, viz.: Leblanc ash, .48 per 
cent., £5 to £5 55. per ton; 58 per cent., £5 10s. to £5 15s. 
per ton, net cash; ammonia ash, 48 per cent., £4 5s. to 
£4 10s. per ton; 58 per cent., £4 10s. to £4 15s. per ton, net 
cash; bags, 5s. per ton under prices for tierces. Soda 
crystals moving off steadily at generally £3 2s. 6d. per ton, 
less 5 per cent. for barrels, or 7s. less for bags, with special 
terms for a few favored markets. Caustic soda in demand 
at full prices, and supplies are in moderate compass, sev- 
eral makers being fully sold for balance of this year. Spot 
quotations are as follows: 60 per cent., £9 5s.; 70 per 
cent., £10 5s.; 74 per cent., £10 15s. to £10 17s. 6d.; 76 per 
cent., £11 5s. to £11 10s. per ton, net cash. Bleaching pow- 
der quiet on spot and quoted at £6 to £6 Ios. per ton for 
hardwood, as to market. For softwood over 1901 makers 
are now quoting £6 17s, 6d. per ton, free on rails, for home 
consumption. Twelve months ago the price for contracts 
over this year was £5 §s., so that the price named for 1901 
is a very substantial advance as compared with the figure 
at which the bulk of consumers’ contracts were entered 
for this year’s requirements.

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Assumed Business Names. 


The New York State law requiring firms doing business 
under assumed names to file certificates showing the 
names of the partners is causing considerable activity 
among notaries and business men, and the office of the 
county clerk of New York County especially is being 
swamped with the certificates. 

Many firms, including some in the paper trade, have 
just awakened to the fact that there is such a law, and 
those who come within its provisions are making haste to 
get the required certificates on file. While the terms of 
the law call for the filing of the certificates of firms now in 
business by October 1, the documents are still being re- 
ceived by the county clerk in large numbers. 

The new law will work a benefit, or ought to. Hereto- 
fore it has been possible for a man to put out his sign as 

e “Super Calendered Paper Company,” or some other 
impressive name, and buy goods for that concern without 
there appearing any record as to who composed the com- 
pany. Now that record will be in evidence, unless per- 
haps the person or persons flaunting the high sounding 
name are not engaged legitimately in the business, when, 
of course, the penalty for a violation of this new law will 
have no terrors for them. 

The trade has had considerable trouble with people 
operating under assumed names, constructed in close imi- 
tation of those of reputable houses already in existence, and 
if this new law will assist in providing safeguards for those 
sellers guileless enough to be victimized by such people, it 
will be of service to the business community. 


The August Imports and Exports. 


In the month of August we increased our imports of 
paper and decreased our exports, but in the eight months 
ended August 31, 1900, we increased both our imports and 
exports, the latter in the larger proportion. For instance, 
in August, 1900, we imported paper to the value of $377,620, 
as against $342,388 in the corresponding month in 1899, 
while in August, 1900, we exported paper to the value of 
$483,074, a loss as compared with $532,859, our export of 
paper in August, 1899. In the eight months ended August 
31, 1900, we imported paper to the value of $2,615,598, an 
increase as compared with $2,194,318, our import of paper 
for the eight months ended August 31, 1899. In the eight 
months’ period ended August 31, 1900, we exported paper 
to the value of $4,503,766, a gain as compared with $3,787,- 
415, the value of our paper import in the eight months 
ended August 31, 1890. 

The figures as to wood pulp show a continuance of the 
movement heretofore noted. In August, 1900, we im- 
ported wood pulp to the value of $118,504, as against 
$04,830, the corresponding value for August, 1899, while 
in the eight months ended August 31, 1900, we imported 
wood pulp to the value of $1,772,887, a very heavy in- 
crease as compared with $472,872, the value of our wood 
pulp import in the eight months ended August 31, 1900. 
In August, 1900, we exported wood pulp valued at $116,- 
697, a large gain as compared with $51,837, the value of 
the wood pulp export in the corresponding month of 
1899. In the eight months ended August, 1900, our ex- 
ports of wood pulp show a loss, being $485,360, while in 
the eight months ended August 31, 1899, the aggregated 
$505,413.

“Is a Timber Famine Imminent?” 


Henry Gannett, chief geographer of the United States 
Geographical Survey, asks this question in the current is, 
sue of the Forum, and then discusses the subject rather 
briefly. 

He points out that the woodlands of the United States 
are estimated to comprise in the neighborhood of 700,000,- 
ooo acres, after which he takes up the character of the 
forests in the various sections of the country. Summing 
up the whole question, he says: “I have come to the con- 
clusion that the average stand upon the wooded lands in 
the East probably does not exceed rysoo feet. The area of 
woodland in this part of the country is a little less than 
half a billion acres. The stand of timber upon it, there- 
fore, may be in the neighborhood of 750,000,000,000 feet 


(B. M.). With that estimated in the West, 630,000,000,000, 





the total stand in the country would appear to be, approxi- 
mately, 1,380,000,000,000 feet (B. M.). In 1890 the cut was 
about 25,000,000,000 feet, and since then the annual cut has 
somewhat increased. The present stand would therefore 
supply the present rate of consumption for about fifty years. 
As a random statement, then, it may be said that we have 
timber in stock sufficient to last the present demands of our 
industries for nearly two generations. Some species, how- 
ever, which are applicable to certain purposes, such as the 
Southern pine, the redwood and the red fir, will last longer 
than others, and some srecies, like the black waluut and 
the white pine, are already very nearly exhausted.” 

He does not wish to be understood as saying that by 
that time we will be at the end of our timber resources, 
for he refers to the replenishing of the stock by growth, 
and estimates that the annual increment in our supply of 
wood is over 300,000,000,000 feet, of which one-tenth, or 
30,000,000,000 feet, consists of merchantable timber. 

Referring to the matter of increasing the future supply 
of timber by proper methods, Mr. Gannett says that when 
the lumberman changes his policy from one of merely 
reaping a harvest and then abandoning the ground to 
one of providing a continuous harvest, year by year, the 
problem will be solved. This, he says, the lumberman 
will do just as soon as he is convinced that such a change 
of policy will bring him greater profit. 

There are signs that such a change of policy is taking 
place, and the’ flood of applications to the Division of 
Forestry for help in caring for woodlands, so that they 
may be producers of continuous yearly crops, is of itself 
one of the most encouraging signs that such is the case. 


The annual report of the Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1900, soon to be 
published, states that the total number of postage stamps 
of all kinds issued, including ordinary stamps, postage 
due stamps, stamped envelopes and postal cards, reached 
the enormous total of five and one-third billions, valued 
at $98,000,000, an increase of over 400,000,000 stamps over 
the number used in the preceding year. The use of “spe- 
cial request” envelopes, on which the Post Office Depart- 
ment prints the purchaser’s address free of charge, in- 
creased over 15 per cent. over the previous year, the total 
number issued being nearly 450,000,000. Evidently the 
postal business of the country is increasing rapidly. 


Paper manufacturers, from time to time, have been the 
victims of suits for damages brought by cities, towns and 
villages, wherein it was claimed that the defendants had 
polluted streams so as to make their waters unfit for use 
by the people. The tables are now turned in at least one 
instance, in which the George W. Wheelwright Paper 
Company has sued the city of Fitchburg, Mass., for $50,- 
000 damages, it being alleged that the city had discharged 
its sewage into the Nashua River, thereby impairing the 
value of the water for paper making purposes and com- 
pelling the paper company to install a filter plant at an ex- 
pense of from $25,000 to $30,000. As the printer said be- 
fore the days of linotype composition: “It is a poor rule 
that does not work both ways.” 





According to the report of Acting Consul-General Han- 
auer, at Frankfort, the Supreme Court of Germany has de- 
cided that a banking firm or company is obligated to re- 
fund the money to purchasers when any of the statements 
given in the prospectus published with the issue of the loan 
or stock are found to be not in accordance with the facts. 
Were such a law enforced in this country either the an- 
nouncements of many concerns Would have to be modified 
or bankers would be weary of refunding money. 





Paper ‘makers will probably have to pay an increased 
price for English bleaching powder in 1901. The United 
Alkali Company is quoting softwood for home consump- 
tion in 1901 £6 17s. 6d. per ton, which is a substantial ad- 
vance over the price, £5 5s., quoted at this time last year 
for 1900 deliveries. The price for the United States has 
not yet been settled, and probably will not be for several 
weeks, 


The St. Regis Paper Company, of Watertown, N. Y.. 
is now esganizing its wood department, and it will start 
a method of lumbering new to the Adirondacks. The 
wood will be hauled on steam roads built and operated by 
the contractors. It will thus be possible (6 cut and haul 
all the year instead of depending on a spring drive, as 
heretofore. 


The demand for “Lockwood's Directory of the Paper, 
Stationery and Allied Trades” for 1900-1901 continues, 
and as the edition is almost exhausted, those who do not 
place immediate orders for the book are liable to be dis- 
appointed by reason of failure to obtain a copy.

Harry SmitH KINGSLEY. 

Harry Smith Kingsley, treasurer of the Brooklyn (N. 
Y.) Eagle, died on Sunday night at Fiesole, near Flor- 
ence, Italy.

Kingsley lived with his wife at 208 Madison avenue, Man- 
hattan.

He began his advanced 
education at the Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute and fin- 
ished his studies under the supervision of a private tutor. 
He became treasurer of the Eagle corporation in 1891.

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William C. Kingsley having been one of the original mem- 
bers of the Eagle corporation, founded in 1870. In 1884 
the deceased was appointed aide de camp, with the rank of 
major, on the staff of Major General E, L. Molineux. 
He was a member of many Brooklyn clubs. 


CHarLes M. Harpine. 

Charles M. Harding, for many years president of the 
Harding Paper Company, of Franklin, Ohio, died on the 
evening of September 28 at Franklin, after an illness that 
extended over several months.

The sulphite mill of the Interlake Pulp and Paper Coin- 
pany, Appleton, Wis., was shut down this week 
to permit of repairs being made to the acid tower and to 
seme of the water power machinery. As soon as possible 
the mill will be started again. 

W. E. Wagg, superintendent of the mill of the William 
Mann Company, Lambertville, N. J., has a force of men 
at work repairing the damage recently done to the upper 
floor of the mill by fire. He expects to have everything 
in tip top shape in about ten days. 

D. M. Bare & Co., Roaring Spring, Pa., are making im- 
provements in their mill, and have ordered from the Moore 
& White Company, Philadelphia, a new Fourdrinier part 
and a suspension shake for their 84-inch machine, addi- 
tional dryers, revolving reel, slitter and winder. 

Plans for a pulp mill at Duluth, Minn., are being dis- 
cussed, and there is at least a fair prospect that they will 


go through. Joseph Welsh and Dr. Forest Paine, of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., have been in Duluth for several days, work- 
ing on a proposition to establish one, and they have met 
with much encouragement. 

W. B. Murphy, of the Riverside Fibre Company, Apple- 
ton, Wis., has gone to Boston to attend the meeting of 
the American Sulphite Manufacturers’ Association, to be 
held there. He is armed with authority from the rest of 
the sulphite mills in the Appleton district to negotiate for 
them also. " 

About 1 o’clock on Tuesday of last week a 79-inch, 32- 
inch face, driven pulley in the Hughesville mill of the 
Warren Manufacturing Company, Riegelsville, N. J., col- 
lapsed with a tremendous report. The belt was broken, 
as was also a fire water supply pipe. The cause of the 
accident was a flaw in one of the arms of the pulley. 

The Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., is about 
to put in a new belt drive to take the place of the rope 
drive it has had for a long time past, which has proved 
to be unsatisfactory. The company is, also arranging to 
put in two new steam boilers at once. They will be hori- 
zontal boilers of the usual type, and will take the place 
of a horizontal and an upright boiler. 

Stuart Wilder, of Chestoa, Tenn., has ordered an equip- 
ment of wood pulp machinery, which will soon be in- 
stalled at his large saw mill plant. A large amount of 
timber of various kinds will be utilized and manufactured 
into pulp. The territory accessible to his mill abounds 
in almost inexhaustible supplies of this timber, and he 
has one of the finest water powers in the State. 

It is stated that the International Paper Company will 
hereafter run Mili “B,” of the old Remington Paper Com- 
pany plant, Sewall’s Island, Watertown, N. Y., on tissue 
papers. There are two machines in this mill, a 66 inch 
and an 80 inch. Both machines have heretofore been run 
on manilas. But slight alterations will be required, the 
machines having been originally designed for light weight 
papers, 

Capt. M. G. Morgan, of Morgan & Co., submarine div- 
ers, is at work at Oregon City, Ore., putting in extensive 
cribbing for the Columbia River Paper Company, of that 
place. This work is being done in preparation for emer- 
gencies that arise when the autumn rains cause the river 
to defy its banks in its mad rush from the mountains of 
the interior to the warm currents of the ocean. During 
the high water of the past few years the Columbia River 
Paper Company has suffered considerable loss in the es- 


cape of its logs, which have hitherto been imperfectly pro- 
tected. The crib which Captain Morgan and his force of 
assistants are now constructing is designed to overcome 
this danger by safely holding the logs at the head of the 
canal at any stage of water. 

The big chimney of the International Paper Company, 
Rumford Falls, Me., is now completed, and has been 
washed down. It figures out in detail 202 feet high. The 
iron cap was placed in position the first of this week. 
It was built by the New England Building Company, of 
Lewiston, and took about 700,000 brick. Half way up on 
the Canal street side are set in white tile the letters “I. P. 
Co. 1900.” ° 

The Sorg paper mill at Middletown, Ohio, was placed 
in full operation on manila and jute papers last week for 
the first time since the mill has been re-equipped. More 
than $100,000 was expended on the plant, and it is one of 
the most complete in the United States. The plant was 
known formerly as the Jacoby Paper Mill, which was es- 
tablished by the reorganization of the Middletown Paper 
Company. 

The Hoberg Paper Company, of Green Bay, Wis., has 
decided to remain in its present location, and to make a 
number of improvements and additions. A 96-inch Four- 
drinier tissue paper machine has been contracted for with 
the Beloit Iron Works, together with a Corliss steam en- 
gine and the necessary additional beating engines, Jor- 
dans, &c. Additions will be made also to the buildings 
to accommodate the new machinery. 

Easterly & Hutchinson, contractors, are constructing, at 
Watertown, a new flume 4oo feet long for the Interna- 
tional Paper Company, which will supply water for 
the sulphite mill and Mill “A.” The flume is wider 
and stronger than the old one, whose best days had been 
seen long since. One hundred and sixty yards of rock are 
being blasted out just below the flume. A pair of 39-inch 
McCormick wheels, to replace two pairs of old style 
wheels, will be placed here. 


It will be a couple of weeks still before the establish- 
ment of the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Mills at Kaukauna, 
Wis., can be started up. The mill has been practically all 
torn to pieces in every department, besides the additions 
that are being made to it. The new tissue paper machine 
has arrived and is now being set up, the smokestack of 
the boiler house is being built 30 feet higher, and progress 
is being made upon the building of the additions to the 
boiler house and warehouses.

Progress of the Work at St. Regis — The Tailrace a 
Colossal Undertaking — Railroading Over Quick- 
sand—Ironite Construction of Foundations. 


[STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Ececieston, N. Y., October 1, 1900.—There is an enter- 
prise of enormous proportions under way here in the con- 
siruction of the plant of the St. Regis Paper Company. 
At the canal I saw a few portions that had been finished, 
but there is still a tremendous lot of rock to be removed. 
In some places the ledge is still 20 feet deep, where water 
must flow before paper can be made in the mill. Work is 
being done in a dozen places along the canal, and derricks 
are hoisting out the last of the rock excavation at the 
head gates, while the Lidgerwood cableways are taking out 
a good many loads of stone in two or three parts of the 
canal. This is supplemented by a narrow gauge railway 
track, upon which several snorting little locomotives pull 
loads of rock out of the lower end of the canal (which, by 
the way, is the highest as far as the walls of rock on either 
side are concerned) and deposit thousands of carloads of 
rock on the face of the surrounding country. If the surround- 
ing towns would only place stone crushers at the immense 
rock heap which now disfigures the wayside, that section 
of New York State would soon have the best collection of 
macadamized roads in the United States. There is mate- 
rial enough there to fix forever all the roads within haul- 
ing distance. The foundation of the rack way is in place, 
put in early in the season. By this writing, the last of the 
draft tubes will have been set, and the work of construct- 
ing the wall across and around the tubes will be in process. 
By the use of tubes the wheels are kept up on a level with 
the mill, and the horrible old wheel pit, that “hoodoo” of 
the old-time mill, will be avoided entirely. The wheels will 
simply set in the mill on a level with the floor, and there 
they may be gotten at at any time by simply shutting the 
water out of the particular tube which supplies the wheel 
There is no pumping of wheel pits in the 


in question.

ful. 
It is in the tailrace of this immense water power that 


the greatest interest is felt at this writing. There is where 
trouble will be met with, if anywhere, and that trouble, 
if it comgs, will be that there is no bottom to the space in- 
tended for a tailrace. There is a considerable deposit of 
quicksand around the mill site, and the present indications 
are that there is a very large bed of that treacherous mate- 
rial under the tailrace. This will mean that there is no 
stable foundation on which to operate the steam shovels, 
of which several are now working for all they are worth in 
the tailrace, and have been there working for months. It 
will require months more to remove all the dirt that must be 
taken away before the mill can start. If the quicksand 
does not appear in quantities to trouble the tailrace will 
be opened by the time the ground freezes up, but if much 
quicksand shows itself. there is no knowing when the 
work will be done, for some means, other than steam shov- 
els, must be devised for handling the immense amount of 
material still in the tailrace. 

As to the buildings in process of erection, the finish- 
ing room is entirely completed, roof and all. One of the 
two machine rooms is having the roof put on, and the 
other machine room will be ready for its roof by the time 
the first room is finished. The walls of the beater and 
wood rooms are up, and soon will be ready for the steel 
roof beams, which are on the ground and being trundled 
into position ready for raising. The. digester house is 
complete, and two shells are being made ready for Non- 
Antem linings. The blow-off house is in process of con- 
struction, the mason work being vigorcusly pushed. The 
boiler house is ready for the twenty tubular shells that are 
to be erected therein. It is too bad that with the oppor- 
tunity offered by the topography of the ground advantage 
was not taken thereof to put in a mcdern boiler plant, to 
which the fuel would be supplied through self-feeding 
stokers, and the ashes removed by a car for that purpose 
running in a story of the building underneath the boilers. 
As things now are, the coal will fall upon the floor of the 
boiler room, and must then be shoveled into the score of 
furnaces, al! the stoking being necessarily by hand. 

The only attempt to modernize the steam plant, as far 
as is apparent from the work already dcne, is to take ad- 
vantage of the side hill upon which the boilers are located 
to form a coal pocket which will carry the fuel into the 
boiler room by gravity. The boilers are to be set in bat- 
teries of four, and the coal supply is just outside and 
above the masonry wall which forms the front enclosure of

that the lack of such a labor and coal saving arrangement 
strikes the engineer very forcibly. 

The wheel pit of this mill is formed on two sides, by 
the wall across the end of the canal through which the 
draft tubes connect, and the outer wall of the mill, re- 
spectively. In fact, there is no wheel pit at all, in the 
usual sense of the word. The wheels stand, as stated, high 
and dry above the flocr of the mill, hence they cannot 
be in a pit. The ends of the draft tubes pass down into a 
sort of a pit, bounded as above, but after the tailrace is 
finished there will be no pit at all, only an open water- 
way from the wall mentioned, straight to the river. It 
was at the place of putting in the wall and the adjoining 
end of the mill foundation that trouble was met with last 
autumn. A body of quicksand was encountered there, and 
the walls had to be carried down through it about 60 
feet to bedrock. But the engineers finally got there with 
the masonry, and that portion of the work is now as 
strong as any part cf the construction, which, taken as a 
whole, presents a very good appearance, and the mill 
when completed will be one of the most solid looking in 
the country. The foundations are composed scme oi 
iron, some of brick, laid upon a mattress of ironite. This 
consists of certain pulverized rocks from Benson’s Mines, 
a place in the mountains near Newton Falls, 60 miles 
away. This substance, the tailings from iron mines, 15 
mixed with cement and laid in trenches, through which 
numerous twisted iron rods had been placed. The cemen: 
unites the twisted rods very strongly, and the whole forms 
a foundation, strong, yet not bulky, that could not be 
torn apart by anything less powerful than an earthquake 
and hardly by that. A whole boiler plant, a sulphite di- 
gester, or even a mill chimney can be built up on a pretty 
thin foundation of this class. 

But speaking of chimneys brings up the matter of the 
German chimney which is being erected at the St. Regis 
Mills. At the time of my visit to the mills last Febru- 
ary the chimney had been built up apparently abour 40 
or 50 feet. At this writing it is hardly as high. The ex- 
planation of the fact is that the chimney, built of German 
bricks, German cement and by imported German work- 
men, proved to be crooked and not at all to the liking 
of the St. Regis Company. As a result the chimney was 
demolished, and is being built again. 1 &.. H. 


President Hall Talks on the Casein Suits. 

William A. Hall, president of the Casein Company of 
America, speaking to a Paper Trane JoURNAL representa- 
tive in regard to the suits which were brought in the 
spring against the Quaker City Chemical Company, of 
Wayne Junction, Philadelphia; Perkins, Goodwin & Co., 
64 Duane street, New York, and P. E. Sharpless, president 
of the Quaker City Chemical Company, Philadelphia, 
stated that these suits would be pressed with the greatest 
amount of vigor possible; that nothing could be done dur- 
ing the summer months when the courts were adjourned, 
but that the cases were progressing favorably and that he 
expects to get a hearing within a few months. These suits 
are brought on patents covering the manufacture of insolu- 
ble, porous coatings which have so largely come into gen- 
eral use. Mr. Hall stated that the process has been adopt- 
ed by over three-quarters of the coating mills in this coun- 
try and by a very large proportion of those throughout 
Evrope. Previous to the adoption of this process he says 
that the coating of paper was done with clay and glue and 
had no water resisting characteristics, but that the present 
process gives a coating that is entirely unaffected by water. 
and is at the same time absorbent and a ready receptacle 
for the inks with which it is printed or lithographed 
These coatings, he says, are entirely unaffected by water. 
do not lose their finish when wet, they keep the paper soft 
and pliable and are claimed to be a great improvement over 
the old style of coating, and at the same time are cheaper. 

The Casein Company of America was incorporated in 
the spring with a capital of $6,000,000, $1,000,000 of it be- 
ing preferred stock. The’stock has all been subscribed 
for. The company purchased the entire business of Wil- 
liam A. Hall, the National Milk Sugar Company and sev- 
eral other allied interests. The Casein Company has its 
principal works at Bellows Falls, Vt.).amd also has exten-

William A. Hall states that he was the original manu 
facturer of casein sizing; that he introduced its use to 
the trade and instructed the paper manufacturers how to 
apply it both for coating and sizing purposes; that after 
years of labor and the expenditure of large sums of money. 
in research and experiments he perfected his sizing, 
known throughout the world as albuminoid glue, which 
nerfected product was thoroughly covered by patents 
granted by the United States and other governments. Mr. 
Hall claims that he is the first manufacturer who sucess- 
fully made and marketed a casein product which is now 
being used by 90 per cent. of the paper manufacturers 
of this country and Europe, to the exclusion of glue or 
other sizings formerly used. 
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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


An Improved Sulphite Digester, with Non-Continuous 
Cement Lining—Composition of Matter for Wall 
Plaster—Paper Feeding Machine. 


Edgar Guillow Murphy, of Sandy Hill, N. Y., has been 
granted a patent (No. 658,572) on an improved cement 
lined digester, which is illustrated and described herewith: 

Fig. 1 is a view of the digester with parts broken away 
on the line 1 1 of Fig. 2. Fig. 2 is a section on the line 
22 of Fig. 1, and Fig. 3 is an enlarged detail section taken 
horizontally through one of the seams of the digester. The 
digester shell a is constructed in the usual manner—that 
is to say, of a number of sections of sheet metal fastened 
together to form the complete shell. These sections have 
their meeting edges sealed to form the seams by means 
of exterior butt straps 6 and interior inwardly arched 
straps c, the three parts a, b and ¢ being riveted together, 
as shown. The arched butt straps c extend inwardly to 
inclose the space surrounding the seam, and thus the seam 
is protected from the action of the contents of the digester, 
which tend in many cases to destroy the calking of the 
seam. The shell is now lined with cement, as indicated at 
d, the cement being laid directly against the inner walls 
of the shell and extending to the sides of the arched por- 
tions of the interior butt straps c, such straps serving to 
break the continuity of the cement lining, which, as shown 
best in Fig. 3, is of a thickness less than the height of the 
arched portions of the straps c. The result of this is that 
the cement is not placed in the shell in the form of a con- 
tinuots 2nd unbroken layer, but is divided into a number 
of scmarate pieces which are independent of each other. 


Improvep SULPHITE DiGEsTER. 


With this arrangement contraction and expansion of the 
metallic shell will not tend to fracture the cement and de- 
stroy the lining. Inward of the cement one or more lay- 
ers of brick e are placed, as shown, such brick complete- 
ly covering the butt straps c, as shown. 

_ Speaking of the general question of digesters, the in- 
ventor says: “I am aware that previous to my invention 
digesters have been constructed with cement linings; but 
these linings are invariably in the form of an unbroken 
layer of cement extending continuously throughout the in- 
terior of the digester, and such linings are known to be dis- 


’ advantageous in that the expansion and contraction of the 


digester shell readily fracture the cement and destroy the 
lining. The essential feature af my invention is therefore 
building the shell with the butt straps c having inwardly 
projected portions, at the sides of which the cement lining 
is placed in separate and independent sections, the butt 
straps ¢ performing the double function of protecting the 
seam in the shell and of breaking the continuity of the 
cement.”

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CUTTING TIMBER ON STATE LANDS. 


Suit Over Lumber Transactions in the Adirondacks—The 
Validity of a State Tax Sale—An 
Interesting Case. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Canton, N. Y., October 1.—At the term of Supreme 
Court which opened here last week the first case called 
was entitled the People of the State of New York vs. 
Newton Aldrich et al. The defendant, Aldrich, is a prom- 
inent lumber merchant of Gouverneur, and the com- 
plaint charges him and other deiendants with cutting 
timber on lands belonging to the State, and the plaintiffs- 
seek in this action to recover damages for the value of 
the timber thus cut and a penalty of $10 a tree for some 
thirty-three trees alleged to_have been so cut. Mr. 
Aldrich is the real backbone of the defense, the other de- 
fendants tenants of Aldrich’s upon the 
lands. 

The lands in question were purchased by Aldrich in 
1881, but were sold for taxes by the State in 1885, and 
bid in. Aldrich did not recognize the tax sale as valid, 
and continued to treat the property as his own. It is 
alleged that he had allowed Clute and other defendants 
upon the lands under an agreement to give them a contract 
upon the making of certain payments, and that when they 
had questioned him regarding their right to cut timber 
there had encouraged them to do so, saying that it would 
give him an opportunity to fight the State, as he pre- 
ferred to be a defendant rather than a plaintiff in the ac- 
tion likely to be brought to determine the respective rights 
of the parties. The validity of the tax sale hinged upon 
the question as to whether the lands were occupied at the 
time of the sale and subsequently, since it was conceded 
by the plaintiff that no notice to redeem had been served 
upon any occupant, as the law required in cases where 
there was such occupant upon the lands. The plaintiff 
maintained that they were not occupied, but were wild and 
uncultivated lands, while the defense sought to show oc- 


being merely 


cupation. Several witnesses were sworn upon both sides, 
and at the close of the testimony the justice said that he 
would state the position of the parties as he regarded it. 
He stated that he would hold as a matter of law that the 
evidence was not sufficient to allow the defendant to go to 


the jury upon the question of occupation, and that there- 


fore the State was not required to serve notice to redeem 
on any one and took good title to the lands by the tax 
sale, but that he would hold further that there was no 
evidence tending to show that Mr. Aldrich had himself 
cut any timber on the lands; hence no judgment for 
damages or penalty could be obtained against him. 

The plaintiff's attorneys said that they did not care about 
the penalty anyway, if they could have it adjudged that 
the lands belonged to their client. Counsel for defendants 
asked leave to go to the jury upon the question of whether 
the lands were occupied at the time of the tax sale and 
when the time to redeem had elapsed, but his motion was 
denied. F. M. 


Busy Days in Beloit. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Be.oit, Wis., October 1.—These are busy days in Be- 
loit. The big shops of the various industries are piping 
away on full time with good orders booked ahead, and 
Beloit is wearing its working clothes, which bespeak its 
prosperity. 

The R. J. Dowd Knife Works, whose machine knives 
of every description for chippers, barkers, paper cutters, 
&c., are extensively used in the mills throughout the 
country, have added extensive equipment to their plant 
for the manufacture of Wagg’s duplex and triplex beater 
engine bars, of which they have become the manufacturers 
and selling agents for all States west of Pennsylvania. An 
agreement has been entered into with S. R. Wagg, the 
patentee, by which the “Wagg” bar will be handled in the 
territory mentioned by the Dowd Works during the 
entire life of the patent. A number of installations of the 
“Wage” engine have already been made, and are daily 
demonstrating the claims made for the “bar.” One enthu- 
siastic owner of the new system closes a letter ordering 
duplicate engines “rushed,” with the following: “We find 
that the duplex bar runs stronger paper in points shown 
on the Mullen tester from 10 to 25 per cent.” 

Besides the “Wagg” bars made for Wagg engines, the 
Dowd Knife Works have orders for a number of bars 
for engines of older type. The application of the “Wagg” 
bar to the older type engines affords the same advantages 
in increased quantity and quality of product. Some in- 
teresting statistical printed matter demonstrating the su- 
periority of the “Wagg” bar over the old types, and show- 
ing the results obtained by actual test and illustrating its 


place as an economical factor in power cost, will be sent 
upon request. 

“It’s an ill wind that blows nobody good.” The dis- 
astrous fire that swept over Hull, Canada, destroying a 
portion of the Eddy Mills, and the blaze that consumed 
the Utility Paper Mill at Hartford City, Ind., each con- 
tribute a portion to Beloit’s present prosperity. New 
machines for these plants are being built by the Beloit 
Iron Works. From the ashes of the Utility Paper Com- 
pany arose the Wayne Paper Company. The old ma- 
chines were sent to the new mill at Mt. Carmel, IIl., and 
a new 4-inch cylinder machine with 110 inch dryers is 
being completed by the Beloit Iron Works to take its 
place. The “Eddy” order is for one big book machine, 
65 feet long, taking a 102-inch wire. This machine in- 
corporates some entirely new features. Along with this 
is a 2-inch cylinder, 76-inch tissue machine. Aside from 
“fire” orders the Beloit Iron Works has some big things 
booked, a “Yankee” Fourdrinier tissue machifle for the 
John Hoberg Company, of Green Bay, being one of them. 

As a place of industry where everybody is busy and 
moving along without friction, the big Beloit shops rival 
a beehive in clover time. The equipment of the plant is 
complete in modern conveniences to the smallest detail. 
A great traveling crane controls the construction room 
and gigantic castings are handled with ease and without 
a moment’s loss. 3,

Trouble Over Water Power.

Futton, N. Y., October 1.—Last Tuesday night there 
was very little water in the raceway and the mills in con 
sequence were tied up, their powers being low. The Gage 
Mills at the corner of Oneida and First streets, well up the 
race, were, it seems, running. The watchman on the race 
requested that they close and finally shut their gates. 
Later there was complaint from E. R. Redhead, president 
of the Victoria Paper Mills Company, farther down, that 
the Gage Mills had started up again, and that the rights 
of his company were being infringed, as they have first 
water rights along with their other powers. The night 
watchman did not again shut off the power, but Mr. Red- 
head at once sought legal advice, and on Wednesday 
an action was brought by the Victoria Paper Mills Com- 
pany by the service of a summons against the Gage Com- 
pany, upon Frederick A. Gage, against whom the sum 

mons is directed. Mr. Gage will contest the matter.

The National Wall Paper Company. 


The first definite move toward the disso- 
lution of the National Wall Paper Trust 
has been made. Circulars have been issued 
to all the holders of debenture stock from 
the office of the trustees at 127 Crosby 
street, New York, stating that a partial 
amount of the assets from the sale of plants 
and merchandise is to be distributed. 
Holders of debenture stock are requested 
to deposit certificates with the Trust Com- 
pany of America at 149 Broadway, New 
York city. It is understood that the trust 
expects to pay 80 per cent., but it is possi- 
ble that the first payment will not be over 
25 per cent. Before the dissolution of the 
trust was formally announced the stock 
could be purchased in the market for $50. 
The par value is $100. About $2,000,000 of 
the debenture stock is held in New Bruns- 
wick, N. J. 


Old Paper Mill Sold. 


Mouing, IIl., October 1—A deal has 
been closed by E. E. Wheelock, represent- 
ing the heirs of the late S. W. Wheelock. 
and George Stephens, whereby Mr. Ste- 
phens becomes the owner of the paper mil! 
property on Third avenue, just west of the 
Plow Company plant. 

The price paid was $30,000, and it is con- 
sidered cheap enough when it is recognized 
that it is practically the only factory site 
in the city abutting the D., RT. and N. W 
yards that is on the market. 

The property includes a frontage of 14! 
feet on Third avenue, with a depth of prob- 
ably 350 feet to the old tailrace. On the 
property is the paper mill plant proper at 
the rear, and the warehouse’ and office 
building fronting Third avenue. The ma- 
7 
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chinery in the building was dismantled and 
sold a year ago, so that it is not included in 
the deal. 

The property was much sought after by 
both Deere & Co. and the Plow Company, 
and the latter are the lucky bidders. The 
plant will be used as it is for the present as 
a warehouse by the Plow Company, and 
affords an excellent shipping point for all 
goods going over the D., R. I. and N. W. A 
loading platform will be built to connect 
with the switch tracks. By the deal, the 
Plow Company secured additional ground 
for future extensions, about all of the avail- 
able ground having been taken up with 
buildings. The plant has stood idle for 
eight or nine years. 


The Wellhouse Failure, 


A gentleman representing the creditors 
of Weilhouse & Sons, of Atlanta, Ga., re- 
turned to New York this week from a visit 
to the first named city in the interest of the 
committee of creditors, of which he is a 
member. While in Atlanta this gentleman 
spent a great deal of time going over va- 
rious transactions of the insolvent firm 
with the attorneys for the creditors. Hoke 
Smith is the leading counsel among them. 
\fter having thoroughly investigated the 
way in which the different Wellhouse con- 
cerns did business, and after having looked 
up the law pertinent to the facts disclosed, 
the attorneys for the creditors gave it as 
their unanimous opinion that the Well- 
house Paper Company could be held liable 
ior debts contracted in the name of Well- 
house & Sons. According to the reports 
made to the attorneys it is alleged that 
Wellhouse & Sons acted as purchasirg 
agents for the other Wellhouse concerns. 
lhe Wellhouse Paper Company is said to 
have been the selling agents for the com- 
bination. By this arrangement it is 
charged the assets and the outstanding 
good accounts of the Wellhouse Paper 
Company could not ordinarily be reached 
to satisfy the claims against Wellhouse & 
Sons. Further litigation is now promised 
in view of the opinion rendered by the at- 
torneys for the creditors. 


Accidents. 


William Baldauf, an employee of the 
Hurlbut Paper Manufacturing Company 
Division of the American Writing Paper 
Company, South Lee, Mass., was fatally 
injured in the mill last Friday morning. He 
was pushing a stock car to the elevator and 
did not notice that the elevator was on the 
floor above. Upon reaching the elevator 
shaft he pushed the cart into the hole and 
n some way was dragged or fell in after 


it. He plunged headlong into the cellar 
below, a distance of 20 feet. He struck on 
his head and chest and was carried to his 
home unconscious and badly cut and 
bruised. He died in a few hours. 

John Hand, while at work a few days 
ago in the paper mill of H. E. Rogers, 
South Manchester, Conn., caught his hand 
in some machinery, the thumb being 
crushed so badly that amputation at the 
first joint was necessary. 

Last Saturday Delbert Brown injured his 
right hand while at work at a barker in the 
pulp mill at Madison, Me. He was at work 
at a machine when a block of wood fell 
out, and in jumping out of the way he 
struck his hand against the knives of the 
barker, cutting the ends off from four fin- 
gers and shaving the skin and flesh off from 
the back of his fingers. 








Creditors Seek a Paper Dealer. 

Joseph Davidson, dealer in paper at 104 
Walker street, New York, has closed out 
the business, all the stock has been re- 
moved, the place is to let, and creditors 
have been making inquiries as to his 
whereabouts. It is said in the neighbor- 
hood of the store that all the stock was re- 
moved last Friday night, five loads having 
been taken away. Mr. Davidson appeared 
at the store as proprietor of the business 
on August 1, it having previously been 
carried on by the Cashriel Paper Com- 
pany. Mr. Davidson claimed at the start 
to have a cash capital of $7,000, and was 
said to have come here from Norfolk, Va., 
where he had previously been manager of 
a department in a store. 


Another Wall Paper Manufacturer. 

The Lantz-Mcllvaine Wall Paper Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, has filed articles of 
incorporation at Harrisburg, Pa. The cap- 
ital stock is $200,000.

PAPER.—There is some slight improvement in the de- 
mand for paper this week. The gain is not large, to be 
sure. Still, it amounts to something. Nevertheless, at 
least 75 per cent. of the men in the different branches of 
the business are complaining. ‘Trade is very quiet” is 
the general cry. Of course, there are those who tell a 
different story and who, no doubt, speak the truth. These 
gentlemen say that their order books show an increased 
number of charges each day, many of which are not large 
in amount, but in the aggregate foot up satisfactorily. Re- 
ports such as these indicate that there is some business 
doing. Representatives of some of the larger mills say 
. that they have no fault to find with the situation. Orders 
which have been withheld for months are now being 
placed, so they report. The agents of the smaller mills 
tell a somewhat different story about the state of trade. 
Most of the jobbers agree in saying that business is by 
no means what it should be. To this statement there 
are a few notable exceptions. On the question of prices 
unanimity of opinion, namely, that they are 
very weak. This applies to all grades. News is just about 
the same as it has been for weeks. Manilas and all other 
papers made wholly or in part of ground wood are not 
as strong as they should be, considering the cost of the 
raw materials. Butchers’ is quoted around 2c. Book pa- 
pers have not gained in strength as yet. Writings are in a 
little better shape, but the improvement is not marked. 
The board market is in an unsatisfactory condition. Some 
very low quotations are heard of on straw and news
